Editor’s  note:  Oscar  Dodson  is  one  of  the  few  numismatists  we  have  known  who 
has  literally  “lived  numismatics.” 

He  is  a writer,  a lecturer,  a world  traveler,  a history  professor,  but  above  all,  he 
has  been  a life  long  student  of  numismatics.  Retiring  from  the  service  in  1957,  he 
taught  history  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  effectively  using  ancient  coins  to  excite 
interest  in  his  ancient  history  courses.  Later,  while  President  of  the  A.N.A.  (1957-61), 
he  visited  numismatic  groups  in  Poland  and  the  U.S.S.R.  on  a trip  sponsored  by  the 
State  Department.  In  1959  Dodson  established  the  Money  Museum  in  the  National 
Bank  of  Detroit.  While  serving  as  director  of  this  museum  from  1959  to  1965,  he  gave 
an  average  of  forty  talks  each  year  on  numismatics.

huge  owl  (symbol  of  wisdom),  PANAMA-PACIFIC  EXPOSITION  SAN  FRAN- 
CISCO around.  Also  $50  8-sided  companion  piece  with  dolphins  in  angles  on  both 
sides.  THE  LARGEST  COINS  STRUCK  BY  THE  U.S.  Quite  popular,  and  judging 
from  past  performance,  they  should  prove  to  be  as  good  an  investment  in  the 
future  as  they  have  been  in  the  past.  We  can  still  recall  selling  a set  in  1949  at  the 
A.N.A.  1949  convention  (S.F.)  at  $1,000.00.  The  strong  persistent  demand  has 
steadily  advanced  them  since.  Only  483  round  and  645  octagon  were  sold  in  1915 
at  the  issuing  price  of  $100  each.  We  hesitate  to  venture  an  opinion  as  to  what 
percentage  of  this  small  issue  still  exists.  Since  we  have  encountered  circulated 
specimens  over  the  years,  we  do  know  that  some  were  carried  as  “pocket  piec- 
es” as  well  as  a number  being  mishandled.  Not  very  many  of  these  large,  soft 
coins  have  survived  over  the  years  in  their  original  state  of  preservation.  This 
lovely  pair  is  Superior  to  Most  We  Have  Seen  with  only  the  faintest  trace  of 
rubbing.

We  sold  a piece  to  a dealer  in  1974  for  $10,000.00” 

Various  authorities  have  stated  that  the  nickel  specimens  are  from  four  to  six 
times  as  rare  as  the  copper  ones.  The  last  specimen  we  cataloged  was  the  gold- 
plated  copper  one  in  our  Jan.  4,  1975  Beverly-Hilton  sale  wherein  it  fetched 
$10,500  to  a floor  bidder  who  traveled  from  the  east  to  bid  for  it.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  see  what  this  many  times  rarer  nickel  specimen  now  brings.

Since  then  popular  patterns  (such  as  1874 
Bickford  International  $10  in  copper  have  gone  from  $300  in  Second  Edition  to  a 
catalog  value  of  $900  in  Fifth  edition  but  with  a market  value  - Dec.  1,  1976  Coin 
World  ad  - page  51  of  $9,250)  have  risen  dramatically.  If  the  same  yardstick  were 
applied  to  this  “FAMOUS  BLIND  MAN’S  NICKEL”,  the  value  should  then  be 
quite  a few  multiples  of  the  $16,000  it  realized  in  1973  - at  the  early  stage  of  the 
dramatic  rise  in  values.”

All  are  similar  in  striking  characteris- 
tics: die  scratches,  a bit  rough  on  surfaces,  and  sig.  C Z (Crispulo  Zamora).  Dr.  Jose  P.  Laurel 
was  Justice  of  Phil.  Supreme  Court  under  Pres.  Quezon.  Jorge  Vargas  was  Quezon’s  Secretary, 
then  became  Mayor  of  Manilla  under  Japanese,  & later  Chairman  of  the  puppet  Executive 
Council.  Both  he  and  Laurel  were  tried  for  collaboration  after  the  war  & both  acquitted.  The 
sun  and  three  stars  are  known  as  “Katipunan  Symbol.”  The  stars  represent  three  main  Phil, 
areas:  Luzon,  Visayas,  Mindanao.  The  sun  is  for  Liberty,  8 rays  representing  the  first  8 prov- 
inces to  revolt  against  Spain.  It  is  reported  that  2,000  medals  were  made  of  B-165,  1500  of  B-166 
& 500  of  B-167.
